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Upon a careful examination of all the schools in town, the Committee are 
of the opinion that the Teachers generally have been energetic and successes 
ful. There has been a commendable progress made by most of the scholars. 
Probably no former year has witnessed a greater progress than the last in 
some of the schools, while in others it seems exceedingly difficult to inspire 
some of the pupils withany just appreciation of their privileges. While 
many are ambitious to acquire all. the knewledge that can be derived from 
their text books, and eagerly catch every suggestion which falls from their 
teacher's lips, we regret to say there are others who care very little for either; 
and as their purpose seems to be to have very little acquaintance with thei, 
books, no matter how long they remain in the schools, they will graduate not 
far from zero. We said our teachers had been generally successful. There 
has been one or more instances of partial failure, more particularly in point 
of order. In District No. 1, winter term, there seemed to be a general dis- 


satisfaction near the close. Ability to govern is most essential to those who ~ 


keep school, and it often happens that those who are well qualified in other 
particulars, are not good teachers for the want of this ability. No agent 
should engage a teacher until fully satisfied of his intellectual and moral fit- 
ness to fulfil the duties which devolve upon him. If he has a full share of 
energy and activity, if he is well versed in all the branches which he instructs, 
if he loves and practices pure morality, he is the instrament of incalculable 
blessings to the youth who feel the mouldering power of his influence. On 
the contrary, if the teacher is inefiicient or ill mannered, he inflicts an) itre- 
parable injury to his charge. If he lacks moral principle he corrupts,the in- 
nocence of youth with his presence. In a word, we want teachers who not 
only possess the requisite qualifications, but. who love their business, who en- 
vage in it with a desire to be useful, as well as for pecuniary considerations. 
There is one fact which may be ascertained upon yery slight observation; 
that many cf the pupils at onr schools fail to attain either good scholarship 
or propriety of deportment. A careful inspection of them, or an acquaintance 
with the morals, manners and attainments of the children, confirms the pro- 
priety of this complaint. 


The aim of all the outlay and appliances is too generally wanting, namely, 
thorough scholars of correct moral deportinent. This is a phase to the sub- 


» ; ‘4 
ject which cannot be corrected by being concealed. It is very easy to multiply) = 


conjectures upon the failure of a school, to hazard an array of opinions, to 
attribute the failure to a particular cause ; but to know the truth, the whole 


truth, to find the source of all the evils, it is necessary to investigate the actual® 


condition of the schools, to weigh the facilities afforded for their maintain- 
ance and improvement, and the obstacles which retard their progress. One 


of the greatest sources of failure is a want of individual responsibility. From _ 


this springs the lack of proper home influence, so baneful in its effects upon 
és P . 
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the child, and in its reflex influence from the child back upon the parent and 
‘upon the whole community. The moral training, the power of discriminat : 
ing between right and wrong, the imperative duty of choosing .right from 
proper motives, the preciousness of the golden hours of youth, the expensive- 

ness and the inestimable yalue ot their school privileges, their accountability for . 
neglect or misimprovement, all these wholesome lessons which the young 
must have in order to guide them aright, are too generally omitted at the 
firesidé. ‘This omission is fatal to the school interest of all concerned; it 
throws a weight of responsibility upon the teachers which they cannot fulfil; 
All who have had experience in teaching know how difficult it is, if not wholly 
impossible, to arouse the interest in neglected children, and render them obe+ 
dient to the wholesome discipline of the schoolroom. 

Reaping anp Srevytinc.—These branches which in a very important 
senge underlie all others are often sadly neglected. The most important 
book used-in the school, except the Bible, is the reader. It is the first tised 
by the child, and he continues to use it all through the days of his school life. 


The impressions of the lessons and precepts therein contained are very last- 
ing. Every one remembers the stories of his school days, and it is impos- 
sible that the path of his life is not bent towards those lights that shine along 
upon his right hand. That book is the best which inculcates the purest 
morality, by living examples of excellence, or faithful delineations of happy 
kiome circles and virtuous lives. The story of George Washington’s boy- 
hood in which is shown his saered regard to truth, causes the heart of the 
boy to swell with emotion as he longs to be like him. 


_ Some books may be better suited to instruct the art of reading than others, 

yet be wanting in positive moral instruction. It is hoped in selecting from 

the present raultitude of books, this view of the matter will be kept before the 

mind. ‘There are some scholars good in grammar, good in arithmetic, good: 

ja geography, &c., but the same scholars are not good readers: There 

should be more time given to reading and spelling. The dictionary should 
be more freely used.
